Definition 


Under the general supervision of the Supervisor, assist in the 
supervision and coordination of the work of employees in the 
Meter Reading Department. Assume the responsibilities of Meter 
Reader and/or Supervisor when necessary.

- Assist the supervisor in directing the work of meter readers 
Upload and download the reading routes. 

- Prepare the handheld remotes daily to receive the scheduled 
routes. 

- Work with Data Processing to help make the handheld reading 
system run smoothly. 


- Handle owner-read cards. 
- Send billings to main computer for printing. = 


- Prepare monthly and annual reports to Director of Operations 

- Handle customer's complaints and new water service questions 
relating to meter reading. 

- Recharge handheld remotes on monthly basis. 

- Prepare and maintain necessary records and reports. 

- Perform duties in accordance with departmental safety 
procedures.

Requirements 


- Education equivalent to four years of high school. 

- Three years of satisfactory work experience within the Meter 
Reading Department, or equivalent experience. 

- Ability to operate department-owned vehicles. 

- Physical ability to perform assigned duties. 

- Work consists of moderately complex, relatively standardized 
tasks. 

- Ability to apply routine practices, rules, and regulations 
which are relevant to assigned tasks requiring a moderate 
amount of experience. 


Difficulty of Work 


Regular office-type environment; no lifting labor involved. 
Normally seated or standing or walking at will. 


Responsibility 


Incumbent will make choices and take actions while performing a 
variety of relatively standardized assignments. While errors in 
decisions are not immediately apparent to the Meter Reader 
Supervisor,they are revealed through adverse effects on the 
department. Work requires some analysis and judgment with 
review of work upon completion. 


Personal Work Relationships 


Contacts are also with persons employed by other agencies or with 
the public. Handle questions, complaints requiring judgment and 
tact in order to render service.

Routine supervision of 10 to 24 employees.
